was Sir Thomas Armjirong taken, in Holland , upon leave 
granted, by the States General,- at the requeſt of His Maje-, 
tties Envoy extraordinary &c, Who being brought over in 
one of His Majeſties Yates, was cartyed before' the Right 
Honcurabie $raney Gedolzhin Elgq; one of His Majeſties Prin- 
cipal Secretaries of Statez and after ſome examination com- 
mitted to Newgate, where he remained till this day, when 
with a ſtrong Guard, he was'brought to the Kings Bench 
Bar weſtmiz/ter, and the Court being let after. divers' mo- 
rions relating to private Aﬀairs, Mr, Attorney General mov- 
ed on the behalt of rhe King, that ſeeing the Priſcner had 
been attainted of High Treaſon by out-lawry, for conſpiring 
the Death of the King &c. | Execution might be awarded 
agtinſt him; wherevpon the Wartant- of Commitment was 

read, 
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read, ahd after that he was "commanded to hold up his 
Hand, when as the Clerk of the Crown asked him, that 
ſceing he -the- ſaid Sir Thomas Armſtrong Knight, had been 
found Guilty upon an Indiftment in LZoydor of High Trea- 
lon, and thereupon ſtood attainted of the ſaid Treaſon by 
out-Jawry, what he could ſay for himſelf, why Execution ac- 
cording to Law ſhonld+-nort be awarded againſt him, or to 
this ette&t, to which he an{wered., that he was beyond the 
Seas, and knew not of the Proſecution, adding.that he was 
preſent within the Twelve- month , ſpecified by an -A& of 
Parliament; fer ſurrender. in Caſe of a Proclamation for High 
Treaſon &c, defiring the Stature might be read, which wes 
accordingly done, bur it not. appearing, he had: ſurrendered 
himſelf nor was inclined” ſo to do, the Court told him he 
was not comprehended withia the begefir. of that Statute , 
yet he argued that, ſeeing he was in the hands of Juſtice , 
within the time he ought to have the benefir thereof, and 
be ſuffered to have a Tryal, defiring that Council might be 
alligned him to argue the Point, but being over-ruled in 
rat demand, he alledged that a Perſon under the ſame cir- 
cumſtances, had by rhe conſent of Mr. Atrorney General the 
offer of a Tryal, to which the Court teplyed, it was the 
Kings pleaſure and mercy, and that the. King knew how - 
and when beſt ro diſpoſe of it, and that if, it was his plea- 
- . Fure ſo to order, (Gaf-Wpibs. Hos he.ſhould- have-rhe bene-— — 
fit of it, or if it was His Majeſties' pleaſyſe ro pardon Sir 
Thomes Armſtrong the Court would acquieſs therein, but no 
ſuch mercy or indulgence appearing , it was the duty of the 
Court to award Execution ec. Then' Captain Richardſon- 
being demanded what days were uſual for "Execution , he 
- anſwered, wedneſdays and FErydays, whereupon it was order- 
ed, that he ſhould be Executed on Fryday next, and till 
then the Priſoner remanded to the Priſon -from whence he 
came, but he deſiring that he might be faii eard, it 
was granted, whereupon he required, that he might have 
the Benefit of the Law &c, But not urging any material 
point pertinent to the matter tn hand, he was anſwered , 
that he-ſhould have the Benefit of the Law; and thereupon, 
Captain Richardſon ay charged to fee him Executed accord- 
ing to Law. Then Mr. Attorney Informed the Court, in 
art of the Evidence ggainſt cbe Priſoner, bur was anſwer- 
ed, that the Court could not rake notice .of any thing in 
that nature, but what was before them : So that in fine, the 
Priſoner was reconveyed to Newgate, 1n order to his Execu- 


tion on Fryday Next, 
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
